(1) The amendment filed on 1 1/24/2004 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment shall 
introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. 

The added material which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: 

A) This is in regard to the amended written description of the paragraph beginning on 
page 5, line 13 and the amended written description beginning on page 32, line 29. In this regard, 
there is no figure 1 1 (amendment to page 5, line 13 paragraph) and the subject matter added at 
page 32, line 29 in unsupported by the application as originally filed. 

B) This is in regard to newly added figure 12. The subject matter of this figure is 
unsupported by the application as originally filed. 

Note that just because something is well known in the art does not qualify it to be added 
to the written specification. Absent some teaching or motivation, one of ordinary skill would 
have no motivation to select the particular subject matter known in the art and apply in the 
particular way it is now being applied to applicant's disclosure. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action.
